IU regular stint cf f«xl into tie greedy 
maw of the ogre in the cellar, other- 
v!?e known as the furcacr.it is a mar- 
velous thing for Mm toeonsidcrthat Le 
is keeping his dwelling warm liy the 
Leat of tlic sun's rays which fell upon 
the rarlli millions of years ago.

rolar orl> oi that vanished ept>ch. big- 
ger than it i* to-day and hotter, brought 
forth even in this latitude a tropical 
ve ^etation of wonderful luxuriance. 
Plants of strange kinds grew up richly 
from the cXairy toil and form ft] dense 
jungles in the vast marshes \iliicli cov- 
ered large arras of the surface of this 
planet.

The mo-t abundant of the plants of 


the coal-formicg era were the ferns. 
Their fossil remains are fctir.d in grrat 
profusion acd variety Ja most of the 
rocks cf the coal-bearing strata. Tl.t re 
was also the plant known as the "tree 
fern." which attaint d a height of 20 or 
50 fret, and carried a ficgle grrat tuft 
of Iiairs at its top. Xext in importance 
to the ferns were gljrar.tic mosses re- 
sembling in kind Ihe low "club" mosses 
of Ihe present, but vattly 
magnified. 


They doubtless contribute the greatest 
proportion of tvoody material to the 
composition of coal. There were forest 
trees, and their fossil trunks Lave l»cen 
found measuring from 1CK) to 110 feet 
in lecgth and from »ix to ten feet in 
diameter.
